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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 36 cites, "a mobile terminal according to claim 1 , wherein the mobile terminal 
measures a composite time corresponding to the mobile terminal being on the other subnet, and 
when the composite time reaches the threshold period, the mobile terminal changes io the other 
one of the home agent apparatus , corresponding to the other subnet. Prior art of records fail to 
specifically teach a mobile terminal that measures a composite time it stays on the new subnet 
for a threshold period of time before it initiates the changing of its main home agent. 
Claim 36 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 20 and any 
intervening claims. Note, although claim 36 is currently dependent on claim 1, claim 36 is 
claiming a mobile terminal and thus interpreted to be dependent on claim 20.
